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Personnel plague hits Bennet; Daily blamed

B.G. Bennet, Director of 
Internal Audit for McGill and 
former temporary Comptroller 
for the Students' Society, left 
the Union yesterday afternoon 
because of "inaccurate report- 
ing in the Daily," according to 
Kyriakos Matziorinis, External 
Vice-President. 

The specific points regarded 
as inaccurate are outlined in a 
letter from Vice-President 
(Finance) McColl, published in 
today's Daily. 

These included references to 
the Daily's claim that Bennet's 
assignment was an "interven- 
tion" In Society affairs by the 
Administration and Bennet's 
being called a "replacement" for 
Tom Cross, former Comptroller. 
McColl also pointed out that 
Bennet did not need Council's 
ratification. 

The Daily article also referred 
to an "ultimatum" by the 
Administration that the Society 
had three days in which to ratify 
Bennet. 

Yesterday more facts came to 
light which justified two of the 
minor charges of "inaccuracy" 
and invalidated the rest. 

Last Friday the Executive 
again asked Saeeri Mirza, the 
Dean of Students, to let his 
assistant, Mrs. Sadie Hempey. 
work for the Students' Society 
temporarily. Dean Mirza refus- 
ed, as he had on Thursday. 

In addition, Mirza gave the 
Executive a deadline of "three 
working days" to put their fiscal 
house in order, or else he 
would be forced to take "further 
steps." 

The Executive then asked 
Vice-Principal McColl for as- 
sistance. McColl, after confer- 
ring with Vice-Principal (Acad- 
emic) Pedersen, assigned 
Bennet to "help out" for a few 
days. 

Although McColl claims that 
Bennet was not to be 
Comptroller, the machinery was 
started to obtain signing 
powers for him and Students' 
Society Secretary Louise La- 
porte. This required the 
approval of Council. It is still 
unclear whether McColl agreed 
to this or whether this action 
was taken by the Executive 
alone. 

It is a fact, however, that 
Councillors were contacted to 
cometotheofficeand sign their 
approval of the proposal. 
Although Bennet was not to 
assume Cross' job, he was to 
assume Cross' responsibilities, 
at least in the minds of the 
Executive. 

The information regarding 
Bennet's responsibilities was 
given willingly by Matziorinis. 
The first time this reporter heard 
that Bennet wanted his name 
withheld from print was 
yesterday morning, long after 
the Daily had gone to press. 

The ultimatum as reported in 
yesterday's Daily was not whol- 



ly accurate, but substantially 
accurate. 

The Daily regrets the implic- 
ation that Bennet was the 
permanent replacement of 
Cross and the implication that 
the Administration appointed 
him on their own, rather than on 
the request of the Executive. 

The exact reasons why 
Bennet left the Students'

services." 

He also claims that "the

decisions but as a result of the 
Daily's drive for power, and 
inaccurate reporting. While the 
Executive made sure that 
someone would be available 
starting Monday morning to 
administer the finances of the 
Society, the Daily with its 
"despicable rhetoric made sure 
such a thing would not be 
done." 

There are also reports, how- 
ever, that Bennet left because 
there was confusion over his 
exact role, namely that McColl 
did not want Bennet to have the 
signing powers which the Exe- 
cutive sought to give him. 

In other developments on 
the Students' Society front, the 
proposals for trusteeship were 
submitted to Principal Bell who 
gave them a non-committal 
reception. Vice-Principal Peder- 
sen, who was also present, was 
dubious of trusteeship but 
wholly supportive of efforts to 
restructure the Society. 

The exact date ol the 
open meeting of the Students' 
Society to discuss the propos- 
als is now tentative. This is due 
to a personal matter of 
President Yearwood's requiring 
him to return to Barbados for a 
few days. 

The clubs in the Union are 
experiencing varying degrees of 
difficulty given the present 
financial situation. As the Daily 
goes to print the Society's funds 
are still frozen, since no duly 
constituted signing officer is 
present. This means that clubs 
can get no money or purchase 
vouchers. 

Hardest hit is the McGill 
Players, v/hose first production, 
which is scheduled to open next 
week, is in limbo. 

"We definitely have no set," 
said director David Conter. 
"They signed a contract for the 
set designer which turned out to 
be illegal." 

The contract was signed, in 
an effort to placate the club, by 
Secretary Louise Laporte. It was 
ripped up upon the discovery 
that it was worthless, as 
Laporte had no authority to 
sign.

the ISA, is also unsure of his 
club's position. Events sched- 
uled next week may never get off 
the ground.

Yaffe hedging peeves TAs

The McGill Teaching Assist- 
ants' Association (MTAA) has 
submitted a list of demands to 
a Senate committee calling for 
a minimum salary of $4536 per 
year and a workload not ex- 
ceeding 12 hours per week. The 
committee chairman, Vice- 
principal'(Administration) Dean 
Yaffe, has so far reacted un- 
favourably, holding firm in the 
belief that teaching assistants 
are not really members of the 
academic staff. 

According to ad hoc or- 
ganizer of the MTAA, Pierre 
Paquette, Yaffe thinks that the 
practical experience gained by 
TA s makes up for the "ex- 
tremely low salaries" and ad- 
ded that, "if this argument is 
taken to its logical conclusion, 
then TAs should be earning 
nothing." 

The Senate committee look- 
ing into the dispute has been 
meeting since last February, 
Paquette said and this, "snail- 
pace" can be attributed to 
Yaffe's elusiveness, although 
he conceded that Yaffe "is a 
very busy man." 

The TA s so far have been 
beset with a number of prob- 
lems for which the creation of a 



union became a necessity. For 
one thing, every department in 
the University is responsible for 
assigning each TA with his or 
her work load and salary. This 
practice resulted in wide dis- 
crepancies between TA's 
throughout the University. One 
of the MTAA's central endea- 
vours Is to make TA s' salaries 
and workloads uniform within 
the University structure, making 
a distinction between full-time 
teaching assistants and those 
"fulfilling the functions of lec- 
turers" for which an annual 
salary of S6620 per year has 
been put forth. 

As far as Paquette is con- 
cerned, the MTAA's demands 
must be accepted by the Ad- 
minstration through the sheer 
potential of the MTAA's power. 
He said that strike action would 
not be ruled out, but "TA s 
haven't yet realized how impor- 
tant they (TAs) are." Paquette 
added that the consensus of 
the Co-ordinating Committee 
was, "that we shouldn't wait 
any longer" in view of the 
Administration's meagre de- 
fence that TA's were casual 
labour. 

According to the bulletin put 
out by the MTAA, "some TAs 



while receiving a normal TA 
salary actually perform the 
duties of professors; other 
TA s receive no pay whatsoever 
for working close to 10 hours 
per week." Another example 
Paquette supplied is in the case 
of the Russian and German 
language departments where 
TAs work six hours per week 
and received $3000 per year as 
opposed to the linguistic "Quiz 
Kids" who are undergraduates 
receiving $6.50 per hour for 
correcting quizzes. 

Other demands include an 
assurance that all teaching 
assistants, "be guaranteed em- 
ployment for a period of two 
years while registered in an 
M.A. programme and for a 
period of three years while 
registered in a Ph.D. pro- 
gramme" and that salaries rise 
in proportion to the cost of 
living.

Weather as a weapon : selling the rain

Modern weaponry In the twentieth century has 
Increasingly shocked us with Its vast array of 
sophisticated scientific Instruments of death. Prom 
the ruins of Hiroshima to the Jungles of Indochina, 
we have seen the results of the misuse of science 
and the misappropriation of resources. Out of the 
Pentagon labyrinth have come a series of horrors 
from H-bombs to guava bombs. We should expect 
more additional horrors to appear unless we cut off 
funds for the war machine. Vietnam served as 
testing ground for some of these weapons and 
countless other new armaments for the United 
States. It Is important to look at Vietnam In a larger 
sense, as the proving ground of US Imperialism for 
control of the Third World. Not only are weapons 
tested but the Vietnamese people are tested, world 
opinion is tested, American soldiers and the 
American public are tested. One lesson that I feel we 
learned from Vietnam Is that overt American military 
Involvement (soldiers, pilots, etc.) will not be as 
easily tolerated or as successful as covert involve- 
ment (aid to Saigon, advisors, etc.). While drafting 
American youth to fight and die In Vietnam proved in 
the long run unsuccessful, tunneling aid to Saigon 
has continued, even though at reduced levels. As 
the war progressed, human involvement was 
replaced by more sophisticated technological 
Involvement. A policy of covert warfare for the Third 
World by the US seems feasible for the future. Chile 
and Allende were good examples of how this new 
secret warfare will work. 

Weather modification, more specifically rain modi- • 
fication, was a complicated scientific weapon that 
the American military experimented with in North. 
.Vietnam, South Vietnam and Laos from 1967-1972. 
Due to the efforts of Senator Clalrborne Pell and the 
Chicago Science for Vietnam Collective a wealth of 
Information on military weather tampering In 
Indochina and elsewhere was collected during 
hearings held in the summer of 1972 and early 1974. 
Pell's chief motivations were to flush out Informa- 
tion on what occurred In Indochina to enlighten 
world opinion and hopefully to enact international 
treaties banning weather and environmental warfare. 
After much lying (Laird once told Fulbrlght that they 
never used weather modification in Indochina) and 
stalling, a secret, now unclassified session was 
held between Pell, Sen. Case, and military brass on 
March 20, 1974, regarding Indochina. This hearing 
revealed the Pentagon soaked a total of $21.3 
million in flying 2,602 rainmaklng sorties over 
Indochina between 1967-1972. In October 1966, Lt. 
Col. Ed Soyster testified, the Pentagon ran a series 
of tests to determine if they could increase rainfall 
over parts of Indochina. Col. Soyster stated that the 
program was to determine if Increased rainfall could 
further soften roads, cause landslides, wash out 
river crossings and in general augment poor traffic 
conditions. By November 9, 1966, the tests were 
completed and It was concluded that cloudseeding 
to induce additional rain over Infiltration routes 
"could be used as a valuable tactical weapon." On 
March 20, 1967, the Pentagon began cloud-seeding 
operations over North Vietnam using WC-130 
weather reconnaissance and RF-4C photo recon- 
naissance aircraft. According to the hearings, 
rainfall was Increased by over 30% in selected 
areas. Apparently the first time weather modifica- 
tion was actually used In Vietnam was over Hué In 
1963 by the CIA. 

In beginning to uncover the US military weather 
modification operations we need to extend thanks to 
the Chicago Collective of Science for Vietnam. Their 
report "The Big Gun Is the Rain" issued In April 
1972, uncovered the Project Blue Nile— one of the 
numerous research projects on weather modifica- 
tion funded by the US government. Project Blue Nile 
focused on Vietnam and involved the RAND 
Corporation, University of Illinois, Yale, Nuclear 
Research Associates, Systems Science and Soft- 
ware, and TRW, Inc. Obviously the Air Force was 
involved extensively In weather modification work In

Indochina and remains quite Involved In this area 
today. Air Weather Service is the umbrella weather 
agency of the Air Force that has been writing 
detailed reports on the weather of other countries 
since the mld-1940's. 

The Navy is also heavily involved in weather 
modification activities. Their work headquarters is 
China Lake Naval Base, China Lake, California. 
Pierre St. Amand, the director of weather modifica- 
tion research at the base testified before Senator 
Pell a year ago In describing their work. Rain control 
Is top on' their agenda. Yet they also have been able 
to clear fog, reduce hail, Influence cloud formation, 
snow, lightning, etc. Overseas this base has cleared

fog in the Panama Canal, produced rain in India In 
1967 (after droughts), produced rain in Okinawa and 
the Philippines In 1969 and 1971 , respectively. 
Afghanistan, Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Cyprus, 
Ethiopia, Iran, Kenya, Libya and Taiwan also 
petitioned this base to assist in weather modification 
work. Australia, Brazil, India, Israel, Japan, Mexico, 
Philippines, Russia, France, Canada and Italy all 
have active weather modification programs. Yet the 
United States seems to have the most developed 
knowledge, techniques and practice— since we have 
been actively testing for the last forty years. The 
first appropriation of $9,000 for rainmaklng experi- 
ments by Congress to the Agriculture Department 
was made in 1891. There are also numerous weather 
modification corporations engaged in work both In 
the US and overseas. Over 60 countries have 
contracted for the services of these corporations. 

It Is important to realize how extensively the US 
military is Involved In weather modification efforts. 
Both the Air Force and Navy maintain their own 
weather satellite system. Several very sophisticated 
satellites have been kept aloft for the last nine years. 
The Navy's Fleet Numerical Weather Control In 
Monterey, California and the Air Force's Global 
Weather Control serve as the command bases for 
these operations. High over our heads the military 
= weather satellites are providing both vlslble-llght 
o and infrared imagery for day and night cloud 
2 surveillance in addition to making vertical tempera- 
s ture profiles. This data from the satellites Is received 
° at secret ground stations around the world and Is 
converted to digital computer format at the two base 
stations. When this system was revealed three years 
, ago, then Under-Secretary of the Air Force John 
McLucas revealed that "certain aspects of the data 
system remain classified." 

NASA satellites have contributed a great deal to 
the military's understanding of weather. (NASA Is an 
agency that is heavily dominated by the military 
despite any outward "civilian" appearances.) Many 
of the first satellites in the 1950's were weather 
satellites. A total of 22 TIROS and ITOS weather 
satellites were launched. Weather rockets are 
lauched frequently by NASA at Wallops Island, 
Virglna. Most mysterious of all are the ILL I AC 4 
weather modification computers operated Jointly by 
DOD and NASA at NASA's Ames Research Center at 
Moffet Field, California. These computers were an 
outgrowth of Project Blue Nile and were installed In 
1973. Their purpose is to study how human-made 
changes in the weather effect the global climate. 
Manned spaceflights such as Skylab also collected 
Information on weather. At the NASA LBJ Space 
Center in Houston, Texas, displays and movies refer 
to the use of this Information on weather 
modification research. NASA has collected a lot of 
detailed data on how the sun affects the weather. 

Numerous unclassified documents indicate that 
the Army is also heavily involved in weather 
modification research at places like the Army 
Electronics Command Base at Fort Monmouth, New 
Jersey, and various missile bases such as the Army 
Missile Command at Huntsvllle, Alabama, and the 
US Signal Missile Support Agency at White Sands, 
New Mexico. The whole US government weather 
scene Is dominated by the military. The "civilian" US 
Weather Service was created by the Army Signal 
Corps. Today the Weather Service and its parent 
organization the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) are overflowing with old and 
active Air Weather Service-Air Force people. Dr. 
George Crossman, present Director of the Bureau, 
worked at computerizing the Air Force before he came 
to the Weather Bureau. Now the Weather Bureau Is 
being totally computerized by Crossman. 

Is It a coincidence that the world has been having 
a lot of strange weather lately which has been 
damaging some foreign crops? In the last few years 
many countries throughout the world have been 
experiencing bad weather which has reduced their 
crop production and made them more dependent on 
the US for food. In 1973, the Soviet Union was 
motivated to make the largest grain purchase in 
history largely due to drought. By 1973, Dr. A.H. 
Boerma, Director of the UN Food and Agriculture

Organization, released Information that the world is 
faced with a serious shortage of rice and wheat due 
to droughts in 36 countries. Six Western African 
nations have been the focal point of world concern 
because of their drought. In this region countless 
acres of crops, millions of cattle and many lives 
have been lost. Floods and droughts have also hit 
Asia hard since 1973 affecting crop production In 
Bangladesh, India, Indonesia, Cambodia, Nepal, 
Philippines,' Sri Lanka, Thailand- and the People's 
Republic of China. Last summer floods destroyed 
rice and jute crops in India and Bangladesh leaving 
many peasants without food or Income. Northeast 
Brazil, which is traditionally a drought area 
experienced floods last spring. Drought hit the 
Mexican state of Sonora last summer killing 100,000 
head of cattle. Low rainfall In West Germany In 1973 
affected vegetable yields In northern and central 
areas. Droughts In Cyprus in 1973 destroyed grain 
production and hurt other crops. 

Meteorologists around the world have concluded 
that Indeed the weather in the past few years has 
been strange and that major changes in the world's 
weather are underway. Reid Bryson, director of the 
Institute for Environmental Studies at the University 
of Wisconsin, testified before Congress in 1973 that 
the bad weather which began to slash food 
production In 1972 "Is not just a passing chance 
combination of circumstances. The evidence is now 
abundantly clear that the climate of the earth is 
changing. It would appear that we are at the end of 
an era— the era of surpluses and the era of benign 
climate." Bryson continued by testifying that 
changes are not likely to affect US food production, 
but severe cutbacks are possible In Africa, South 
Asia and China where mass starvation could occur. 

Dr. H.H. Lamb, a European cllmatologlst, 
believes that the greatest change In world climate 
since the 1700's is occurring. One theory Is that the 
present warming trend, which usually lasts for. 
10,000 years is over. Other theories exist, yet little ' 
attention has been given by meteorologists to the 
possible human Interference. 

This global change In weather comes at an 
unusual time historically— a time that could lead 
nations to use weather modlcation as a weapon. We 
live In an era when nations are struggling over 
control of all kinds of resources. Such a struggle 
has occurred many times historically, but now we 
find the world In a new situation with minerals that 




will be depleted relatively soon in the future and a 
wcrld population that Is scheduled to double by the 
end of the century. Complicating this situation is 
the obsolete and dangerous US capitalist economy 
which gobbles more than Its share— 40%-S0% of 
the resources for 6% of the world's people. Even 
more resources will be needed In the future If this 
economy Is to survive. Growth will not be controlled 
under the present system: thus we can expect more 
conflict between the US and the Third World. For 
quite some time the US government has been 
concerned about this predicament. Twenty years 
ago a Senate Interior Committee report concluded 
that there was no doubt that Washington knew what 
If mineral-rich nations cut off their supplies, "to a 
very dangerous extent, the vital security of this 
nation (capitalism) would be in serious jeopardy." 
Increasingly, Third World nations are demanding 
control over their resources and are nationalizing US 
companies that formerly controlled them. Ignited by 
the example of the OPEC countries, such efforts 
have spread to the bauxite countries, banana 
countries, tin and many others. In response, the 
chiefs of US imperialism— Ford and Kissinger- 
have Waved swords at the oil countries. Yet using 
swords had limited results In Indochina. Perhaps 



controlling the world's food supply would be a 
better weapon. 

In 1972 Radio Havana charged that the CIA had 
modified Cuba's rainfall to affect her sugar crop. 
The Thai. government had modified weather against 
liberation troops in its northeast sector according to 
hearings held before the House last September. 
Rhodesia was accused by her neighbors of weather 
warfare In 1973. 

The US Senate In July of 1973 passed a resolution 
calling for an International treaty to ban weather 
modification and other environmental warfare. This 
resolution Is still pending In the House. In the UN, 
efforts to achieve a treaty were sparked by the Soviet 
Union and several other countries this Fall. Such UN 
efforts have been weakened by the US In the past as 
with the Stockholm Environmental Conference in 
1972 where the US delegation weakened a clause In 
a resolution to evaluate and disseminate informa- 
tion on weather modification. 

We mentioned earlier that severe droughts have 
affected the world's wheat and rice production. 
Today the US is the largest producer of wheat and 
rice. It controls a larger share of the world's food 
than the Arabs' control of oil. US agriculture exports 
have skyrocketed from $8 billion in 1972 to $20 
billion In 1974. Use of this food has become more 
overtly political In the last few years. Bangladesh 
was threatened with a suspension of food aid unless 
it stopped selling gunny sacks to Cuba. The Allende 
government was denied wheat that was urgently 
needed shortly before the coup. After the Pinochet 
junta took power, the wheat aid was delivered. 
Indochina was formerly the world's largest rice 
producer but was surpassed by the US after the use 
of military defoliation. Last September Ford gave 
his ominous UN speech warning that "energy is 
required to produce food and food to produce 
energy." 

Obviously a great deal more work needs to be 
done In this area by concerned radical scientists. 
We need to establish contact with scientists and 
Gl's Involved In this work and find out exactly what 
Is going on. The results of our work need to receive 
widescale public exposure. One thing is clear— your 
government Is discussing using brutal weapons to 
decide who shall eat or die. Do you want this done in 
your name?

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Gay McGIII responds to Hill 

to the Dally: 

I would like to make some 
Informed comments on the 
letter submitted to yesterday's 
Dally (Nov. 13) by Eric Hill, of 
Gay Montréal. 

Mr. Hill's statement that 
McGIII Gays did not mobilize to 
stop the MSEA-Gay Montréal 
gay dance is incorrect. Robert 
Vallée (former interim president 
of Gay McGIII) was undoubted- 
ly the person who came to 
everyone's attention (to his 
credit) during this affair, how- 
ever, all active members of Gay 
McGili were aware of this dance 
and their opinions were sought 
before any action was under- 
taken. Furthermore, all mem- 
bers of the former Interim 
Executive Committee of Gay 
McGIII (namely, Robert Vallée, 
James Boast, and myself) were 
actively Involved on a day-to- 
day, basis in deciding precisely 
what measures should be tak- 
en. 

It is unfair of Mr. Hill to 
belittle Gay McGIII as a social 
and political body, and to paint , 
Robert Vallée as an arbitrarily- 
acting president, by summarily 
dismissing What happened as 
the culmination of one person's 
opinions and actions. The In- 
terim Executive Committee of 
Gay McGili (with Robert's ap- 
proval) decided that he should 
be the one to approach the 
various people concerned in 
order to provide a measure of 
continuity to our approach by 
averting possible misinterpret- 
ations of the situation (which 
might well have been the case 
- had several people shouldered 
this responsibility). The final 
cancellation of the MSEA— Gay 
Montréal gay dance is adequate 
testimony to the effort and 
thought put into this action. On 
behalf of Gay McGIII I thank 
Robert Vallée for having de- 
voted so much of his persever- 
ance and Intelligence to this 
task. 

What I would particularly like 
to emphasize is that Mr. Hill 
has not mentioned the most 
pertinent aspect of all in the 
MSEA— Gay Montréal gay 
dance Issue— that Gay Mont- 
réal, a fellow gay organization, 
was willing to co-operate with 
the MSEA in running a gay 
dance, with the full knowledge 
(certainly by late September) 
that Gay McGili had been 
re-organized, and that an offer 
of 50% of the profits from the 
dance was' extended to Gay 
McGili in order that we should 
have remained silent about the 
whole issue. I am certain that 
Mr. Hill is aware of past 
problems encountered in ob- 
taining a liquor permit for gay 
dances held at McGIII under the 



auspices of Gay Montréal, and 
of the possible deleterious ef- 
fects which the MSEA-Gay 
Montréal gay dance might well 
have had on Gay McGIH's future 
as a viable social and educa- 
tional instrument on campus. It 
Is most unfortunate that so 
much energy was needlessly 
expended in order to bring to a 
halt what was generally con- 
sidered by active members of 
the gay community at McGIII to 
be an exploitative act by the 
MSEA. 

One of the purposes In 
having a University-based gay 
organization is to offer an 
alternative to the "gay bar- 
sauna" scene. I am sure that 
Mr. Hill appreciates the fact 
that rpembers of the gay com- 
munity should not have to 
depend on an outside agency 
such as the MSEA to organize 
gay dances when gay organiza- 
tions already exist; On a purely 
practical level, the revenue 
from Gay McGIII dances will 
support other projects for the 
benefit of gays and other 
Interested parties; had the 
MSEA-Gay Montréal dance 
been held, the profits would 
have gone Into private pockets, 
as is commonly the situation 
with gay bars. 

I address these questions to 
Mr. Eric Hill: Why did Gay 
Montréal not support Gay Mc- 
GIII as a fellow gay organiza- 
tion, instead of co-operating 
with the MSEA in order to 
further its own monetary Inter- 
ests? Why was there no overt 
co-operation from Gay Mont- 
réal with Robert Vallée in 
discussions in early October 
with Gay Montréal, preceding 
the cancellation of the dance?. 

As a member of the gay 
community I feel a keen sense 
of disappointment that this act 
of good faith was not possible. 
We might better be able to gain 
both a greater respect and 
understanding, of the larger 
heterosexual community, by 
showing solidarity and due 
consideration for the cause at 

hand (gay liberation), rather 
than by pursuing narrow-mind- 
ed, egotistical, and Isolationist 
tactics. 

On Nov. 5 a new Executive 
Committee was elected, to 
replace the Interim Executive 
Committee of Gay McGIII. Fur- 
thermore, we now have an 
office (B-41, Union) and a 
budget (approved by the Stu- 
dents' Society, Nov. 12). 

I heartily exhort all interested 
persons at McGili to participate 
in Gay McGili. As an active 
member of Gay McGIII, no 
longer serving in an Executive 
capacity, I anticipate as equally 
a vigorous stance to be adopted 
In the future by Gay McGIII 



vis-à-vis social and political 
activities, as has been evident 
from our actions to date.

Many modular courses have 
set up drop-in areas in the 
multipurpose centre on the 
second floor of the Redpath 
Library.
